Fire, Doanco Cannot Qualify If They are 


Acting as Assistants Only Part, of 
the Time—To Isouc Certificates of 
Service.

Tho new mining code which wns 


paused by tho .Legislature and approv- 
ed Juno 0, llill,- requires that assist- 
mt mine foromen must bo employed 
In all mines where It IH Impossible for 
the mine foreman to visit every work- 
Ing place, each day. Assistant mine 
foremen must hold certificates ot com- 
petency and those seeking such a cor- 
tllicatc of service by tho mine examin- 
ing boards ot their districts providing 
they can establish their right to It. 


To secure a cortlllc'ato of service 


tho party applying must have been 
employed as an assistant mine fore- 
man on Juno D,' 1911, and 30 days 
prior to that date. The fact that a 
man has served as n'flre'bOHs and act- 
ed as assistant mine foreman for the 
balance of the Bhlft'w'lH not entitle 
him' to a certificate of service. Cer- 
tificates of service will bo Issued only 
lo nsslulnnt mine'foremen who start 
to work at (1 o'clock.In the morning, 
or the time the shift starts, and re- 
mains on duty tho entire time that tho 
foreman Is cmplpy'cd. • Men' holding 
a mlno foreman's'ccrtiflcate can" servo 
as an assistant mine foreman wlthbut 
holding papers as nn assistant. 


Mlno Inspector P. J. Walsh stated 


today that an Inquiry uould be held in 
the near futiiro to find out what men 
In this district uro entitled to certifi- 
cates ot 
service. Tho 
certificates 


will be granted by the Department of 
Mines u|>on recommendation by tho 
mlno examining bonnl of cacti district. 
Applicants to bo examined for their 
right to a cortlflcitl«';of'service must 
give their name, postofllco address, 
age, plnco of birth, name of mini- In 
which they have b"<m employed since 
June 0, 1911, nnd the length and nature 
of previous service In nnd about tho 
mlno. 


.Mr. Walsh stated that (ho provisions 


and requirements of the law must be 
lived up to the letter and that all ap- 
plicants will be romilrcd lo make oath 
as to tho accuracy of the atntemenls 
In their applications.

TRINITY LUTHERAN 


A HANDSOME CHURCH 


Description of New Edifice 


Which Was Dedicated 


This Week. 


GROWTH 
OF 
CONGREGATION 


Has-Been Wonderful Since the Eatab- 


ilihment of the Church, But Three 
Pastors Have Been In Charge of the 
Flock Sine* 1884. 


Rev. B. D. Collins of Mcycradale oc- 


cupied tho pulpit nt tho new Trinity 
Lutheran Church last night, the ser- 
vices being In honor of tho PllUburg 
Prior to the opening of the services 
the chimes were rung. 


Tonight promises to be ono ,ot tho 


best attended of tho week. It will be 
"Neighborhood Night" and the various 
ministers ot other denominations In 
Conncllsvlllo will occupy tho pulpit 
and speak briefly. This service Is ex- 
pected to attract many, visitors from 
other congregations who have not an 
yet had an opportunity to vley tho new 
od I lice. 


The new Trinity Evangelical Luth- 


eran Church Is built along modern 
lines, using the modified or Victorian 
gothlc style. It Is a-lantern church, 
having a dome extending up through 
and above the main roof, tho Inside of 
this .dome being part of the auditor- 
ium nnd lighted with windows on eight 
of the twelve sides. The dome Is sup- 
ported on four large ornamental arches 
spanning the auditorium, making a 
vury handsome and beautiful Interior 
effect. 


Above tho four arches Is nn elabor- 


ate ornamental cornice; tho huso of 
the arches form n square and a span- 
drel In each of the corners turn the 
square Into a circle just under tho 
cornice, the circle continuing up Into 
the dome and Is finished with a cov- 
ered celling against a largo ornamen- 
tal medallion of stucco. 
Ribs run 


from the cornice up to the medallion 
supported on pilasters and the win- 
dows between them arc arched, mak- 
ing a most handsome effect. The floor 
ot the auditorium Is cruciform shape, 
tho highest style and form of gothlc 
church architecture. Tho pulpit Is wide 
and roomy, three steps above the aud- 
itorium door with an altar back of 
the pulpit so elevated above tho pul- 
pit floor. Upon the wall back of tho 
allar Is a beautiful picture of the Res- 
surrcctlon, the gift of Mra. Sara B. 
Cochran of Dawson. 
The choir and 


pipe organ are at the side set back be- 
hind an ornamental nreh. 
The ar- 


rangement of the chancel Is In strict 
conformity to thn historic Lutheran 
order. Opposite the altar is a large 
balcony extending over a fow of the 
pows and out over the cloister at tho 
front entrance. 
This front entrance 


has also three arches, the number 
three or Trinity being seen In tho 
three arches /at front entrance, tho 
three steps leading to the pulpit, three 
subdivisions lo the large windows, tho 
trefoil In the tracery, otc. 


The entrance stops to the cloister 


aro wide and Inviting. A large tower 
surmounts the corner of the two promi- 
nent sticets. This tower was espec- 
ially prepared tor the Instalnltlon of 
n set of the most modern chimes, pre- 
sented by Henry Clay Prick. Another 
main entrance is on the side street di- 
rect to the Sunday school with all Its 
different departments, to the study and 
to the basement. Another entrance to 
tho social 
room 
in 
the basement 


Is In the main tow or. 
The Sunday 


school room is specially arranged for 
a modern school with Its different do- 
jiartments, contains large and small 
rooms, rooms for the glrls> and rooms 
for the boys, the men's class room and 
the ladles parlor all so arranged that 
it can be thrown into oac largo as- 
sembly hall, being 
two stories In 


hclghth. 


In tho basement Is a large social 


room; well lighted, well ventilated, a 
largo "kitchen lltled up complete with 
sink, range, serving counter, pantry 
nnd.cupboards.und so arranged that 


a dinner company of 210 guests can 
be served at ono time. The rear part 
of the basement Is used for heating 
apparatus, fuel and toilet rooms. The 
healing Is done with stom.
